an Increase in salary of $15 a month, 
with the understanding1 that she was 
to undertake the clerical -work former- 
ly done by Mr. Hays. The latter was 
to be the nominal secretary and was 
to record tho minutes, sign warrants 
and other routine work. 


Mr. Hays claims that this arrange- 


ment would make him. responsible for 
Miss Munk'ls work, and the going over- 
tier accounts would amount practic- 
ally to doing it himself.
